The preliminary hearing for Ol­ 
iver D. Kauffman. 21-year-old con­ 
tested slayer of Clarence Daywalt, 
34, scheduled for Friday afternoon 
at 2 o’clock, will be held at the Ad­ 
ams county jail to prevent the curi­ 
ous from attending, Justice of the 
Peace John C. Shealer announced 
today. 
Kauffman is alleged to have shot 
and killed Daywalt at Daniel Bliz­ 
zard's 
store, Ilamiltonban 
town­ 
ship, in the early hours of Sunday 
morning. June ll, in the renewal 
of a family feud of 
many years’ 
standing. 
As yet Kauffman has not secured 
an attorney to represent him. giv­ 
ing rise to the belief that he will 
enter a plea of guilty to the mur­ 
der charge, 
waive a 
preliminary 
hearing and throw himself upon the 
mercy of the court. 
Appoint C ounsel 
Judge Donald P. McPherson is 
expected 
to appoint counsel 
for 
Kauffman on Saturday, and it is 
considered 
likely, by 
some, m at 
Edgar K. Markley. Esq., will re­ 
ceive the appointment. 
Only two or three witnesses will 
be summoned for the preliminary 
hearing, Sergeant R, W. Frutchey, 
of the state police, who conducted 
the investigation 
into the 
fatal 
shooting, said today. He said the 
witnesses will 
probably 
be sub­ 
poenaed today or Thursday. 
If Kauffman enters a plea of 
guilty and throws himself upon the 
mercy of the 
court, Judge 
Mc­ 
Pherson will hear all the testimony 
In the case and then render his de­ 
cision, fixing the degree under the 
murder indictment or freeing the 
youth.

LONDON CONFAB 
WAITS ON MOLEY 


Delegates Agog Over “ Ilead 
Of President Roosevelt’s 
Brain T rust.” 


London, June 28 
(AP). — The 
world economic conference redlated 
the impression this morning that it 
was waiting on the pleasure of As­ 
sistant Secretary 
of State 
Ray­ 
mond Moley, who popularly 
was 
supposed to be bringing from his 
chief in Washington medicine 
to 
cure many ills of the great assem­ 
blage. 
The lobbies were throbbing with 
steady talk of the man who has 
been heralded in the press as a mys­ 
terious but all knowing “head 
of 
President Roosevelt’s brain trust." 
Few men 
have entered London 
with such great expectations built 
on their advent. 
But if Mr. Moley had concrete 
proposals or suggestions for remov­ 
ing some of tile many controversies 
which are blocking the progress of 
the conference they were carefully 
guarded. 
Whatever he said he said in pri­ 
vate and the American delegation 
remained similarly silent. 
Almost coincident with the ar­ 
rival of the assistant secretray of 
state there was an Important de­ 
velopment. It was 
learned that 
the American and British delega­ 
tions already had held one private 
meeting 
together and 
plans an­ 
other for today. 
Details of wlvat took place In the 
secret session between the two great 
English speaking delegations were 
not divulged, but an authoritative 
source said this much was truer 
The British and Americans de­ 
cided to work hand in hand so far 
as possible. Their interests ure in 
the main mutual, it v/as said, and 
moreover, they feel that the suc­ 
cess of the conference largely rests 
on their shoulders and if they stand 
together success will be more like­ 
ly.

Failure of the war department, at 
Washington, to authorize the ap­ 
propriation for the Gettysburg na­ 
tional military park for the fiscal 
year beginning July I 
has com­ 
pelled Superintendent James R. Mc- 
Conaghie to release twenty mem­ 
bers of the regular battlefield force. 
The twenty men were laid off 
Tuesday evening because the Appro­ 
priation for the fiscal year which 
dexies on Friday has been expended 
and there are no funds available for 
this period. 
The release of the twenty regular 
battlefield workers is in no wise re­ 
lated to or has any bearing what­ 
ever on the establishment of the 
local reforestation camp, Mr. Mc- 
Conaghie said. 
The appropriation for July I, 1932 
to July 30, 1933, is exhausted and 
there isn't any money available to 
pay the men for further work. 
As soon as the appropriation for the 
next fiscal year is authorized the 
men will be put back to work. 
Heretofore the appropriation has 
been authorized a month or taro in 
advance of the first day of the new 
fiscal year. However this year the 
war department 
is rushed 
with 
civilian conservation corps work and 
other projects of the new admin­ 
istration which lias caused a delay 
in authorization of the appropria­ 
tion. 
Approximately $57,000 will be ap­ 
propriated for next year's work, 
Mr. McConaghie said.

F. O. Noel, of Mt. Rock, was in­ 
strumental in securing the data on 
the Revolutionary war service of 
Charles Smith. 
Smith's grave has 
long been neglected, but after rela­ 
tives learned of his war service, 
they applied to the county commis­ 
sioners for 
the customary contri­ 
bution toward the erection of a 
suitable memorial. 
Mr. Smith was born in 1749 and 
died August 30, 1832. 
He was a 
private in the 
1st 
Pennsylvania 
regimental volunteers and served 
under George 
Washington from 
1777 to 1781. 
Mrs. Josephine Smith and Frank 
S. Smith, of New' Oxford, are among 
the great-grandchildren of the Con­ 
tinental army soldier. 
Henry 
J. 
Smith, Lincoln avenue, is a great- 
great-grandson.

Hankow, June 28 IAP)—A cloud­ 
burst in eastern Kweichow province 
has resulted in the destruction of 
the important city of Tungjen with 
a great loss of life, according to 
meager advices reaching here. Tile 
date of the disaster is not known, 
but it is believed to have occurred 
June 20. 
Advices reaching here said that 
in addition to destroying Tungjen, 
drowning thousands of persons, a 
wall of water swept through the 
Mayan river valley, drowning an 
additional thousand and destroying 
scores of villages. 
Dispatches were that the Ameri­ 
can Evangelical mission hospital at 
Tungjen, the headquarters of which 
are in Cleveland, was partly de­ 
stroyed, escaping obliteration 
b e ­ 


c a u s e it is on high ground on the 
outskirts of the city. 
The disaster was described as the 
worst the area has experienced in 
thirty years. Floods swept down the 
Mayan valley early in the morning 
without warning, it was said, and 
struck Tungjen while the city slept. 
They swept away the entire river­

While we are yet young, we read and hear of great people, and their 
stories cast a spell about our minds and we imagine them as gods set 
apart—but when we have grown in years, and have come in contact with 
thes** former gods of ours, we learn of their simplicity and worth, and of 
their accessibility—and then it is that we team the quality of greatness, 
and respect it. The really great are always accessible. 
And yet, strange as it may seem, there are those of us who are forever 
seeking the inaccessible and the m ar impossible.
